• For the purpose of encouraging property owners to li¬ 
quidate any arrears of taxes, and sc to give better oppoi 
tunity to those lands may have passed under the tax re¬ 
covery act, to regain title or at least protect their proper¬ 
ty from sale, the provisions of the new tax consolidation' 
act, passed at least session of the legislature, have now 
been brought into effect, and may be taken advantage of. 
The act provides for arrears of taxes of more than a 
year’s standing, as at the beginning of 1933, to consoli¬ 
dated, and payments made in six annual instalments, 
each to be paid not later than December 16 in each year. 
The first instalment is to be ten per cent, of the consoli¬ 
dated arrears, the second instalment ten pfer cent., the 
third 16 per cent., the fourth 20 per cent., the fifth 20 per 
cent., and the sixth 26 per cent. Those wishing to avail 
themselves of the advantages of the act must apply in 
writing to the municipality before October 1. Owners of 
land whose taxes were consolidated under the acts of 1931 
and 1932, may come under the new agreement by making 
application up to October 15. The instalments collected 
under the new system will be pro-rated among the var¬ 
ious taxing authorities involved. The new act provides 
also for certain discounts on the payments of the instal¬ 
ments of art ears, as follows: for arrears of six years .and 
more 26 per cent., arrears of five yedrs, 22 per cent, of 
four years, 18 per cent, of three years 14 per-cent, and 
of two years, nine per cent. These discounts will be com¬ 
puted, not on the total amount of the consolidation, but 
separately on each class of tax involved. That is, if the 
portion of the consolidated amount which is due on sup¬ 
plementary revenue is in arrears for six years, then the 
26 per cent, discount applies, but if that portion of the to¬ 
tal which applies to another class of tax is in arrears for 
only four years, then it would receive only 18 per cent, at 
present under the tax recovery act, by permitting them- 
also to make an agreement to pay up arrears under the 
nod act, and on conrTpletion of all requirements of -the 
ag^ement, regain title to their lands. This applies to 
owners of two acres and more.

Hugh Savage, editor of the Cowichan Leader, former 
C.W.N.A. president, and known to many in this town, has 
entered the political arena, on the platform of the four 
absolutes—absolute sincerity, absolute love, absolute pur¬ 
ity, absolute unselfishness. 


Possibly the government is regarding the health of its 
people, particularly the younger people, and that is very 
good. But a much solid^r step toward safeguarding phys¬ 
ical and mental health would be to provide these young 
people with more daytime jpbs. 

Admittedly late hours arc not good. But it should also 
be considered that in the country especially, dances are 
not a particularly frequent recreation. People drive long 
distances, and want their money’s worth in fun and danc 
ing. They do enjoy the dances that are inflexibly limited 
to a closing hour. So every little district will stage its 
own dance on Fridays, and none of these events will be 
apt to collect the big crowds of other d ays. 

Although this ruling has been in effect in cities for 
some time,-it has never been felt that it should be enforc¬ 
ed in the country, where dances are something of an 
event and held at the seasons and times most suited to 
farm work; where people drive long distances and go pre¬ 
pared to celebrate till they are all danced out, not till the 
government tells them to stop.

This allegiance to absolute honesty, absolute unselfish¬ 
ness, absolute love and absolute purity, is something 
hitherto untried in government. It would not be at all 
surprising if Mr. Savage were elected overwhelmingly. 
People have grown tired of the endless promises and as¬ 
sertion*, the ceaseless railitvg at the opposition, the back¬ 
biting and meannesses. They have becorne nauseated 
with patronage and manipulation and “practical" politics. 
It does not detract from a man’s influence that he may 
f have no coherent plan for putting everyone to work ov¬ 
ernight, or fof building a road here, or closing institutions 
elsewhere. But citizens do want a man whom they can 
trust, who is awake to the terrible plight into which the 
majority of human beings have fallen. They want him 
to think in terms of humanity, not in terms of money or 
political advantage. . 

The Oxford .standards if put in^o practice entail end¬ 
less aspiration. Albsolute love, absolute honesty, absolute 
unselfishness, absolute pujity—could these ideals be car¬ 
ried out in the operation of government? Hitherto leg¬ 
islative love has been all too greatly confined to party and 
friends of party; honesty has been too often relative, 
bending to the superior demands of expediency; unselfish¬ 
ness has not been a conspicuous virtue and political pur- 
4ty has been a matter of conjecture and speculation. 

It would undoubtedly be a world transformed if gov¬ 
ernments as well as individuals would adopt with Mr. 
Savage the ideal of the four absolutes.

Then things looked so good that a 
great many farmers instead of planting corn and a field 
of sweet clover to assure a feed supply, decided that it 
would be a wise thing to take a chance and stubble in 
another 100 acres. Now it has turned dry. The stubbled 
in wheat crop is pretty much a failure. The hay crop is 
poor. The pastures have dried up and thd “take a chance 
program" has gone “haywire.” 

It’s always a pretty safe bet to lay down a program and 
stick to it. It would not have taken long to plant 10 acre? 
of com and. to prepare the land and sow a few acres of 
sweet closwr without a nurse crop. And now, during the 
dry spell, these crops are growing along and for a good 
many farmers will mean a lot of difference in the supply 
of winter feed for the dairy cows and other farm stock 

next winter. 

Get the farm program best designed to suit your farm 
and stick to it. It pays in the end.—Lethbridge Herald.

tion, the Hon. O. Lk iicPherson was 
asked 'by electors present, if there 
I was 4 possibility of some communities 
taking over the operation of their 
I own branch lines of niral telephone. 
I They realized the position of the tele¬ 
phone department and of the very 
unsatisfactory state the rural tele- 
, phone business is in at present. It 
was thought that by reducing the 
monthly rate they might increase the 
number of subscribers. Mr. McPher¬ 
son, in replying said, this was not in 
his departnvent, but he suggested that 
they get into touch with the telephone 
department and present their case. 
He was confident good results might 
follow. 

In this connection we observe that 
the Ghost Pine farmers have taken 
this matter up with the government, 
and in order to test the feasibility of 
the plan definite proposals have been 
submitted. The Ghost Pine lines were 
ei'ected for a subscribers’ list of 130 
at a cost of around $100,000. There 
are now only 18 phones left. Some 
75 miles of line are still standing, but 
probably fifty miles might be profit¬ 
ably operated. 

The Carbon Chronicle in its report, 
adds the following; 

Unless something is done to im¬ 
prove the situation these lines will 
eventually be scrapped, therefore the 
government is prepared to take a loss 
and sejl the property, in working or- 
I der, at the same junk price at which 
jthey have been disposing of the ma¬ 
terial recently sah-aged after last 
year’s storm. This figures out for the 
fifty miles of line all complete, at 
about $1000.00 on terms of half cash. 

For the linking up with town cen¬ 
tral a charge of 75c per month each 
would be made. The cost of their 
own service might run to 60c making 
a total of $1.26 per month for each 
subscriber. 

The meeting decided in favor of the 
project and a committee to continue 
negotiations and interview possible 
subscribers was appointed.

WHEN TO FEED 
THE GRASSHOPPERS 

The Alberta department of agricul¬ 
ture draws the attention Vf farmers 
using grasshopper poison Hnit to the 
following, in connection with the 
spreading of it: Gta.sshoppers feed 
only when the temperature is above 
70 degrees and the sun is shining. 
These conditions u.sually occur about, 
or after 10 a.m. Ordinarily bait 
should be spread from 8.30 a.m. to 
10.30 a.m. on warm, sunny days; on 
exceptionally hot mornings commence 
spreading one hour earlier. Both 
bait and labor are wasted if spread¬ 
ing is done on cold days or on cloudy 
days. Dry bait does not attract 
gra§,shoppers as readily as wet bait, 
so do not give it an opportunity to 
dry out before_ grasshoppers start to 
feed.

Method. Which Prove Most Effective

The dandelion waa cleverly called 
“the tooth of the lion” in the original 
F reneh from whence comes the name. 
It has lung deep, tapering roots 
which, if broken off, have the capacity 
to form new leaves and plants. Once 
thoroughly established on a lawn, 
dandelions are most difficult to eradi¬ 
cate. To the distracted home beauti- 
fier, they are most difficult to eradi¬ 
cate. To the distracted home beauti- 
fier,they are indeed like lion’s teeth 
chewi^ up the beloved handiwork. 

There are two effective ways of ex¬ 
tirpating the weeds and both require 
considerable.- time and patience. The 
first is by trying to poison them with 
sprays; the second, and most efficient 
in the long run, is killing them with 
kindness, that is, by the use of fertil¬ 
izer. 

Many of the leading horticulturists 
are definitely in favour of the fertil¬ 
izer system and recommend the stim¬ 
ulation of the grass by repeated ap¬ 
plications of sulphate of ammonia. 
1 hat would be about four applications 
at least, during the season, the first 
application being made very early in 
the spring, using about eight pounds 
of sulphate of ammonia on 1,000 
-square feet of lawn.* It is well to 
mix the fertilizer with a certain 
amount of soil in order to get uni¬ 
form application, and should be ap¬ 
plied when the grass is damp.

IllusPralcd in above cut is two views of th? gr^s.shopper bait dis¬ 
tributor'u.sed on th*e lifMIO acre .VIensinger farm iast of Vatican. The 
machine consist.s of a blower and a f our cylinder motor to drive it 
at a high sneed. Transportation of the m.achine over the land is 
made by truck, travelling from b to 15 miles per hour. A man sits 
at the machine and feeds the poison through the hopper by hand to 
get the desired amount to the ac/e. (.See back view). The poison can 
be spread very evenly in this manner and as little as 2 or .‘3 lbs. per 
acre can be spread, states Mr. B. J. Mensinger, operator of this most 
extensive seeded area in the t'ulcan district. The blower throws the - — 
bait a distance of sixty feet from the machine and distribution can be 
made on either side of the truck by manipulation of the elbow pijre. 

In a year like thisj when an extensive campaign is being conducted 
against the grasshopper, the machine described can be u.sed to great 
advantage in the .saving of time, labor and bait.
